That the city will purchase the 


shell contained in the mound1 owned 
by A. S. Brown on the peninsula op- 
posit* Hawks Park, providing th* 
terms of the purchase can be satis- 
factorily arranged between the com- 
mittee and Mr. Brown, was the de- 
cision reached at the regular meet- 
ing of the council held Tuesday night 
this week. 


For some time the special com* 


mittee of councilmen has been in- 
vestigating the 
prospects 
for pur- 


chasing shell for use in maintaining- 
li« city streets and a number of 
propositions 
for 
the sale of shell 


have been considered by the com- 
mittee. 


.Recently an jnvestigat'on of the 


condition of the shell mound owned 
by Mr. Brown was made and a price 
askedi. 
The propos t.on made by 


Mr. Brown to the council is for th» 
ale of .the shell on his land, except 
where'the house stands, for (6,000, 
a payment of $500 down to be made, 
nd the balance to be paid in three 
ears. 
The shell is all to ba re- 


moved from the ground in, ten years, 
ocordiug to the terms of the prop- 
sition. 
It is estimated there are 60,000 
ards of shell in the mound and the 


counciltnen are cf the opinion the 
proposition is the best tl at can be 
found at this time, but the committee- 
was instructed to see if a different 
arrangement can be madie with Mr. 
Brown for the time payments 


If the deal is closed by the coun- 


cil the shell will ha\e to te brought 
to the city by water and arrange- 
ments for transportirg the shell will 
have to be mode.

nearly as possible the number of 
yards of shell.

by A. S. Brown on the peninsula op- 
posite Hawks Park, providing the

Condition of the shell mound owned 
y Mr. Brown was made and a price* 
skedi. 
The prcpos t.on made by 


Mr. Brown to the council is for th» 
ale of .the shell on his land, except 
rtiere'the house stands, for (6,000, 
payment of J500 down to te made, 
nd the balance to be paid in three 
ears. 
The shell is all to b3 re- 


noved from the ground in ten years, 
•cording to the terms of the prop- 
sition. 
It is estimated there are 60,000 
ards of shell in tre mound and the 


councitaen are cf the opinion the 
proposition is the best tl at can be 
found at this time, but the committee- 
was instructed to see if a different 
arrangement can be made with Mr. 
Brown for the time payments 


If the deal Is closed by the coun- 


cil the shell will ha\e to te brought 
to the city by water and arrange- 
ments for transportlrg the shell will 
have to be mrjde.

It may very well 
be that i! it now falls into the hands 
of Great Britain its occupation by 
British troops will mean the uproot- 
!ss of the last vestige of Ottoman rule 
in the northern continent. There are 
at least indications of the development 
of a far-reaching operation from both 
ends of the Sea of Marmora, having 
for its purpose the expulsion of the 
Turk from Constantinople. 


There are other objects of first-class 


importance to be obtained from a suc- 
cessful attack on the Dardanelles. Now 
that the Archangel route is closed by 
Ice, communication between Russia 
and her allies has almost entirely 
ceased. 
There is no' outlet for the 


immense supplies of corn and oil of 
which they are In want and which she 
could furnish, and, on the other hand, 
the only source of supply of the mu- 
nitions of war, which she cannot man- 
ufacture herself, must be brought over 
the long and difficult road from Vladi- 
vostok and Harbin. The opening of 
the Dardanelles and the Bosporus 
must have, therefore, an Immediate 
ana important effect both in the west- 
ern and eastern theater* of war. Nor 
can it be doubted that a substantial 
gain of this character to Germany's 
Joes would directly Influence the na- 
tions which have been for so long hes- 
itating about entering the war. All 
the Balkan State* would be affected 
considerably, and while Greece could 
scarcely stand still with Russia at the 
gates of Constantinople, Italy might 
well feel that this *harp Btroke re- 
moved the last doubt a* regarding the 
side with which she should be acting. 


Of the operation itself, although the 


Dardanelles have long been regard- 
ed as Impregnable, it Is more than 
likely that a* other fortresses have 
failed to maintain their security 
'gainst the modern material* of war,

Rev. Crawford Jackson, of Atlanta, 
Ga., addressed a mass meeting at the 
First Baptist church on the Juvenile 
court and probation system. He de- 
fined the court as follows: 
"The ju- 


venile court and probation system is 
such a court as proves, in the person 
of the presiding Judge, a wise father 
to the wayward child hi the adjudica- 
tion of his case, and in the person of 
the probation officer an 
intelligent 


and patient mother (or a man with 
something of the mother heart) in 
dealing with the same neglected and 
delinquent child. Thus combining the 
best principles of motherhood and 
fatherhood as well as of Jurispru- 
dence, the juvenile court is a court 
after God's own heart" 


This system, now beyond the ex- 


perimental stage, steps in midway ba- 
tween two extremes—that accursed 
plan and custom in vogue for centur- 
ies of imprisoning youthful offenders 
with older and criminal ones, thereby 
criminalizing the child, and the other 
extreme which is foolish and hurtful 
alike to the child and society: to ig- 
nore the offense of the young law- 
breaker because he is a child.

TRENCHES ONE TURN 


Hospital Next for Some of Cana- 


dian Soldiers. 


Could Neither Sit Nor SUnd In Mud- 


Filled Ditches Under Heavy Fire 


for Three Weary Night* 


end Day*. 


London.—The discomfort and even 


actual suffering caused by doing only 
one turn In the trenches IB described 
by a Canadian soldier In Princes* Pa- 
tricia's Light infantry in a letter writ- 
ten at the front. Such was the condi- 
tion of the troops that some of the 
men hardly were able to crawl from 
the trenches when the relief hour ar- 
rived. With too much mud to sit 
down and the trench too shallow to 
stand up straight, the troop was in a 
difficult position. The letter, which 
was printed In the London Times, 
•ays: 


"We left the place from which I last 


wrote, marched 15 miles and billeted 
in a barn. The following day we 
marched 12 miles to within about three 
miles of the trenches, which we en- 
tered late at night, relieving some 
French troops. We stayed 48 hours in 
the trenches, or rather ditches, as 
they're little better, and such a time 
I never experienced in my life. 


"It was raining most of the time, 


sniping was geing on all night, and in 
the daytime we were subjected to a 
most awful bombardment, especially 
on the first day, shells exploding near 
my trench sometimes in bunches of 
sir. Mud and pieces of shrapnel fell 
quite close several times. The shells 
from the German big guns burst with 
a terrible din and fairly made the 
earth quake, our trenches caving in in 
many places from the severe concus- 
sions. 


"We of my platoon consider our- 


selves very lucky indeed, as we suf- 
fered the hottest shell fire along the 
line occupied by the battalion, but for- 
tunately the German gunners had too 
much elevation, which resulted in the 
shells, with two or three exceptions, 
falling over and clear of the trenches. 
The German trenches opposite our po- 
sition were only 120 yards away, but 
very little rifle fire was indulged in, 
everyone on both sides keeping well 
under cover. 


I "The bottom of the trenches in most 
places is just ankle deep in mud. We 
sat on our equipment, which was soon 
smothered in wet, cold mud, and in a 
deplorable state. But It saved us from 
actually Bitting in the mud, and one 
could not stand upright, as the trench 
was not deep enough. Of course sleep 
was practically Impossible, though 
most of us negotiated 40 winks at in 
tervals when not on watch. 


"Our feet were wet through the 


whole time, also our nether garments. 
During the long nights we just longed 
for daylight, although we knew it 
would bring a renewal of the bombard- 
ment. Some of our men were hardly 
able- to crawl out of the trenches 
when our turn came to be relieved. 


"I hardly think human flesh could 


possibly stand the conditions prevail- 
ing more than three days at the most. 
The night we came out and into bil-, 
lets I put on dry socks. I bad the most 
peculiar sensations in my feet all that 
night—a kind of pins and needles. 
This, I suppose, was the returning of 
circulation. 


"My hands were also much swollen, 


but two days' rest soon put me all 
right again. I feel absolutely none the 
worse for my experience,%ut •some of 
'the men had to go to hospital, and 
others were unfit to march and had to 
ride in transports. I myself have been 
able to stay with the best of them, al- 
though I am the oldest man in the sec- 
tion. 


"We occupied the trenches on the 


night of the fifth and were relieved on 
the night of the eighth. Twenty of us 
are billeted in what you would call a 
country public house ond sleep In the 
kitchen on the floor, by tar the most 
comfortable digs we have had so far. 


"I was much struck by the behavior 


of the boys who had never been under 
Ore before; in fact, I was surprised. 
Of course we all realize that we carry 
our lives In our hands and I think the 
most of us don't worryl We found 
time to laugh and joke while the shells 
were bursting overhead and quite a 
few uncomplimentary remarks were 
addressed at the German gunners on 
their indifferent marksmanship."

Bunds Benzol Plant Complete in 


Twenty-Nine Day*. 


First in United Mats* Blnee War Be. 


gan, Turn. Out 800 CMIon, o 


te-*upply W«* Formerly 


Orange, N. J.—Completion of u.. 


first bensol plant built in the United 
States since the war has been an. 
nounced by Thomas A. Bdlson. it 
was> finished In the record time Ot 
29 days, from six to eight months 
usually being required. 


Benzol Is used In making aniline 


dyes and synthetic carbolic acla. 
Practically the entire supply always 
has come from Germany, and. the war 
had not been long In progress before 
there was a scarcity. 


Edison uses a ton of carbolic add a 


day in making phonograph records. 
When the war made carbolic acid 
scarce he decided to make it synthet- 
ically. But he needed benzol; and ben- 
zol waa even more scarce. So first 
he had to make the benzol. 


With characteristic directness, Edi- 


son gathered the latest information 
on benzol manufacture. He decided 
on the method of extracting it from 
coal gas .in preference to the petro- 
leum system of Prof. Walter Rittman 
of Columbia university. Then he de- 
signed a system of apparatus that 
would combine cheapness and speed 
of construction. 


So well did he succeed that th» 


first plant, which is in Johnstown, Pa., 
and on which work was started twen- 
ty-nine days ago, now is turning out 
800 gallons of benzol a day. Edison 
is planning another plant in Sydney, 
Nova Scotia, and still another at a 
yet unknown location. The total ben- 
zol production thus is expected to be 
brought to 2,000 gallons daily. 


The benzol apparatus devised by 


Edison, if easier to build, is some- 
what less permanent than the usual 
type. It is, however, serving its pur- 
pose. Edison is getting all the ben- 
zol he needs and has had a little left 
over for his friends. There is not 
much prospect, however, it was said 
at the Edison laboratory yesterday, 
that there will be much for public 
sale. 


The Edison plant in Silver Lake, N. 


J., is said to be the first synthetic 
carbolic acid plant in the country. It 
is turning out one and one half tons 
of acid a day.

While Britain holds the 
command of the sea, Germany has the 
Interior position on land, which en- 
ables her to strike alternately heavy 
blows on either front. She also has 
been able, with the assistance ot Aus- 
tria and Turkey, and aided by the 
geographical conditions, to drive a 
nedge between the communications of 
ber enemies which extends from the 
North sea almost to the Indian ocean. 
Tbe movement in the Mediterranean 
Indicates the determination on the 
part of the superior sea power to cut 
(bat wedge in two. 


The strategic Importance of the! 


straits between Europe and Asia has 
been recognized from very ancient 
times It was pn the Chersonese, the 
peninsula on the western side of the 
straits, that the Turks got their first 
foothold in Europe. It may very well 
te that i! it now falls into the hands 
of Great Britain its occupation by 
British troops will mean the uproot- 
fcg of the last vestige of Ottoman rule 
in the northern continent. There are 
at least indications of tbe development 
of a far-reaching operation from both 
ends of the Sea of Marmora, having 
for its purpose the expulsion of the 
Turk from Constantinople. 


There are other objects of first-class 


Importance to be obtained from a suc- 
cessful attack on the Dardanelles. Now 
that the Archangel route is closed by 
Ice, communication between Russia 
and her allies has almost entirely 
ceased. 
There is no' outlet for the 


Immense supplies of corn and oil of 
which they are In want and which she 
could furnish, and, on the other hand, 
the only source of supply of the mu- 
nitions of war, which she cannot man- 
ufacture herself, must be brought over 
the long and difficult road from Vladi- 
vostok and Harbin. The opening of 
the Dardanelles and the Bosporus 
must have, therefore, an Immediate 
ana important effect both in the west- 
ern and eastern theaters of war. Nor 
can it be doubted that a substantial 
gain of this character to Germany's 
foes would directly influence the na- 
tions which have been for so long hes- 
itating about entering the war. 
All 


the Balkan States would be affected 
considerably, and while Greece could 
scarcely stand still with Russia at the 
gates of Constantinople, Italy might 
well feel that this sharp stroke re- 
moved the last doubt as regarding the 
side with which she should be acting. 


Of the operation Itself, although the 


Dardanelles have long been regard- 
ed as impregnable, it Is more than 
lUtely that as other fortresses hare 
foiled to maintain 
their security 


against the modern materials of war, 
so those in the straits will be over- 
whelmed by the mass ot explosives, 
burled upon them from the long-range 
artillery of the battleship* of today. 
When the forts In tbe straits were 
Planned ships were dependent upon 
the wind and they carried guns wblch 
tould not compare In power with 
those mounted In the land batteries. 
When Vtce-Admiral Duckworth took 
a British squadron through the straits 
to 1807 his vessels were assailed with 
luge shots, some ot them weighing 800 
Pounds, but even these heavy missiles 
did little damage. Today the British 
»>lps will throw shells filled with high 
explosives, each mora than double the 
"eight of the shot thrown at Vice-Ad- 
miral Duckworth's ships, and the do- 
'traction wrought by such missiles 
.»ffl be immeasurably greater.

fleet off Constantinople and the con- 
sequent wiping out of the Ottoman 
navy, even with its German re-enforce- 
ment, will make the task of Bussia at 
the Bosporus end a light one. Al- 
ready, it is said, Russian forces are 
assembling at Odessa and the trans- 
ports are available whenever re- 
quired, so, In the opinion of many 
astute onlookers, the ultimate success 
of this undertaking is scarcely in 
doubt.

Hospital Next for Some of Cana- 


dian Soldiers. 


Could Neither Sit Nor Stand In Mud- 


Filled Dltelte* Under Heavy Fire 


for Three Weary Night, 


•nd Day*. 


London.—The discomfort and even 


actual suffering caused by doing only 
one turn In the trenches is described 
by a Canadian soldier in Princess Pa- 
tricia's Light infantry in a letter writ- 
ten at the front. Such was the condi- 
tion of the troops that some of the 
men hardly were able to crawl from 
the trenches when the relief hour ar- 
rived. With too much mud to si 
down and the trench too shallow to 
stand up straight, the troop was in 
difficult position. The letter, whicl 
was printed in the London Times 
•ays: 


"We left the place from which I las 


wrote, marched 15 miles and billete 
in a barn. The following day w 
marched 12 miles to within about three 
miles of the trenches, which we en 
tered late at night, relieving som 
French troops. We stayed 48 hours in 
the trenches, or rather ditches, a 
they're little better, and such a tlm 
I never experienced in my life. 


"It was raining most of the tim< 


sniping was g*ing on all night, and 1 
the daytime we were subjected to 
most awful bombardment, especiall 
on the first day, shells exploding nea 
my trench sometimes in bunches o 
six. Mud and pieces of shrapnel fe 
quite close several times. The shell 
from the German big guns burst wit 
a terrible din and fairly made th 
earth quake, our trenches caving in 1 
many places from the severe concus 
sions. 


"We of my platoon consider our 


selves very lucky indeed, as we BUI 
fered the hottest shell fire along th 
line occupied by the battalion, but for 
tunately the German gunners had to 
much elevation, which resulted in th 
shells, with two or three exceptions 
falling over and clear of the trenches 
The German trenches opposite our po 
sitlon were only 120 yards away, bu 
very little rifle fire was indulged in 
everyone on both sides keeping wel 
under cover. 
! "The bottom of the trenches in raos 
places is Just ankle deep in mud. W 
sat on our equipment, which was soon 
smothered in wet, cold mud, and in a 
deplorable state. But it saved us from 
actually sitting In the mud, and on< 
could not stand upright, as the trench 
was not deep enough. Of course sleep 
was practically Impossible, thougl 
most of us negotiated 40 winks at In 
tervals when not on watch. 


"Our 
feet were wet through the 


whole time, also our nether garments 
During the long nights we just loagei 
for daylight, although we knew 
would bring a renewal of the bombard 
ment. Some of our men were hardly 
able- to crawl out of the trenches 
when our turn came to be relieved. 


T hardly think human flesh coulc 


possibly stand the conditions prevail 
ing more than three days at the most. 
The night we came out and into bil 
lets I put on dry socks. I had the most 
peculiar sensations In my feet all that 
light—a kind of pins and needles 
This, I suppose, was the returning ol 
circulation. 


'My hands were also much swollen 


but two days' rest soon put me all 
right again. I feel absolutely none the 
worse for my ezperlence,%ut -some oi 
the men had to go to hospital, and 
others were unfit to march and had to 
ride in transports. I myself have been 
able to stay with the best of them, al- 
hough I am the oldest man In the sec- 
tion. 


"We occupied the trenches on the 


night of the fifth and were relieved on 
the night of the eighth. Twenty of us 


billeted In what you would call a 


country public house ond sleep in the 
:ltchen on the floor, by far the most 
comfortable digs we have had so far. 


"I was much struck by the btihavior 


if the boys who had never been under 
Ire before; in fact, I was surprised. 
Of course we all realize that we carry 
JUT lives in our hands and I think the 
most of us don't worry! We found 
time to laugh and joke while the shells 
were bursting overhead and quite 
ew uncomplimentary remarks were 
ddressed at the German gunners on 
their indifferent marksmanship."

scarce he decided to make It synthet- 
ically. But he needed benzol; and ben- 
zol was even more scarce. So first 
he had to make the benzol. 


With characteristic directness, Edi- 


son gathered the latest information 
on benzol manufacture. Be decided 
on the method of extracting it from 
coal gas >ln preference to the petro- 
leum system of Prof. Walter Rittman 
of Columbia university. Then he de- 
signed a system of apparatus that 
would combine cheapness and speed 
of construction. 


So well did he succeed that th« 


first plant, which is in Johnstown, Pa-i 
and on which work was started twen- 
ty-nine days ago, now Is turning out 
800 gallons of benzol a day. Edison 
Is planning another plant In Sydney, 
Nora Scotia, and still another at a. 
yet unknown location. The total ben- 
zol production thus is expected to be 
brought to 2,000 gallons dally. 


The benzol apparatus devised by 


Edison, if easier to build, is some- 
what less permanent than the usual 
type. It is, however, serving its pur- 
pose. Edison is getting all the ben- 
zol he needs and has had a little left 
over for his friends. There is not 
much prospect, however, it was said 
at the Edison laboratory yesterday, 
that there will be much for public 
sale. 


The Edison plant in Silver Lake, N. 


J., is said to be the first synthetic 
carbolic acid plant in the country. It 
is turning out one and one half tons 
of acid a day.
